throughly reasonable German demands for 
the return of undeniably German territory 
and population taken from her by the 
penal and pernicious provisions ofcthe Treaty 
of Versailles. War broke out between Ger- 
many and Poland, and finally the Jewish 
efforts of a decade were crowned with 
success: Britain declared war on Germany 
on 3rd Sept, 1939— the blackest day in 
the history of both countries.

1 Ever since the heyday of yellow jour- 
nalism, die sense of responsibility of the 
American press has been move censured 
than praised. For political profit' or for 
readers* pennies, sensation has often tri- 
» uiuphcd over reliability. * *• 

.But for the .last sixteen months, vir- 
tually every major newspaper, magazine, 
and wire service in the U.S. has refused 
to publish a sensational report— familiar • 
to hundreds of thousands of Americans 
and millions, of Britons— about the Presi- 
dent of the United States. They have 
spiked the story despite what appears . 
at first glance to be "documentary evi- 
dence* and despite scattered publication 
of it— or hints at it— by hate groups and 
gossip columnists. 

The "story" falsely alleges that before 
he married Jacqueline Bouvicr in New- 
port, R.I., on Sept. 12, 1953, John F. 
Kennedy was secretly married to a two- 
time divorcee.

In June it appeared in another racist 
sheet, The Winvod Letter, published in 
Little Hock, Ark., by the Rev. Gordon 
Winrod, son of a Kansas Fascist, the Rev. 
Gerald Winvod, indicted under the Sedi- 
tion Act during World War IL The same 
month it appeared in a Tennessee 
wceklv, and in July was broadcast over 
radio station WAIL in Baton Rouge, La. 
' A 'storv on this broadcast was moved 



ternational, on July 24, 1962, and was 
promptly killed three hours later. The 
UPI log of July 28, 1 962, said "a thorough 
investigation by UPI . . . completely dis- 
proved reports of a previous marriage by 
President Kennedy." Last month United 
Features columnist Henry Taylor^ distrib- 
uted, a column on the "marriage," brand- 
ing it false. The syndicate, sent a "kill" 
order, and only one paper ran the story* 
No one of these stories, nor all of them 
together, achieved any national circula- 
tion, because the same "evidence" had 
.been found wanting by a dozen national 
news organizations-ranging from The 
Chicago Tribune to The New Republic, 
including Newsweek, Time, The Wash- 
ington Post, The Washington Star, the 
Cowles papers, The Now York Daily 
News, Scripps-Howard, The New York 
Times, The New York Herald Tribune, 
and U.S. News and World Report. 

The story first reached a national au- 
dience two weeks ago (Sept. 2) when

Vincent Van Gogh sold his paintings 
for a pittance during his lifetime. Now* 
72 years after his death, the government 
of his native Holland has decided to de- 
vote an entire museum to his work and 
will buy 150 paintings and 400 sketches 
from the artists nephew, Dr. Vincent 
Willcm Van Gogh, son of the painter's 
brother and benefactor, Theo. The col- 
lection, which will be brought together 
in Amsterdam, has been on loan to var- 
ious Dutch galleries and museums for 
more than 30 years, and includes, besides 
Van Gogh's work, letters from Vincent 
to Theo, and Theo's collection of 150 
French paintings.

Davies himself never made it asf a 
modern artist. His efforts at cubism pro- 
duced only a superficial applique of 
crosshatches on his famous Aphrodites, 
and he soon gave that up to return to his 
usual sylvan hills and dales. He dabbled 
in pseudo-scientific theories of art, and 
'worked out an elaborate mwmbo jumbo 
which he called the "lift of inhalation"- 
he claimed that the excellence of Greek 
art was attributable to the hcakhy gulps 
of fresh air that all Greek figures were 
supposedly shown inhaling. lie even re- 
touched hundreds of his cilvlicr paintings - 
to give them a chesty quality. Eventu- 
ally he withdrew from New York and 
went to Italy, where he died in 192S at 
the age of 66. 

Despite Davies' oddities (and conserva- 
tism), he was a logical choice r.o lead the 
artists who put on the Armory Show— he 
liked cubism, he was successful, and^ he 
had the ear of such wealthy New, York 
. collectors as Miss Lizzie P. Bliss, Ger- 
trude Vandcrbilt Whitney, Benjamin Alt-

The stage has been set for a socialist 
take-over in Western Europe, a take-over 
that could run like clockwork and within 
a matter of months confront us with the 
nucleus of a one-world, socialist govern- 
ment. British Labor's obstinacy has given 
us a breathing spell, American Labor's 
determination and the American public's 
apathy may quite likely be the West's un- 
doing in the end. The conditioning has been 
going on for months. We are hearing less 
and less about stopping communism, nothing 
about rolling it back. The new jingo is 
"peaceful social revolution." Kennedy re- 
cently echoed it in Mexico, Harland Cleve- 
land in Europe, and Mennen Williams in 
Africa. 

It is that vague term, "peaceful social 
revolution," that America should bear in 
mind; for Europe's Common Market, which 
started out as an, excellent thing, is grad- 



ually, behind our backs and as we are being 
pushed towards it, being given a new com- 
plexion. Behind the fine-sounding label of 
"an economic United Nations," the Common 
Market, with Britain and us in it, is slated 
to become international free enterprise's 
slaughtering pen. Recent developments will 
furnish an idea how far the program has 
gone. 

George Meany corralled European labor 
leaders in Paris the last week in June to 
put the finishing touches to another of those 
innumerable "holding companies" for labor" 
operation in the international political 
field that come in for no public scrutiny. 
This time it was the JOINT TRADE UNION 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE (JTUAC), formed 
to "advise"— lay down the law to, in lay- 
men's English— the ORGANIZATION FOR 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION AND DE- 
VELOPMENT (OECD). Mr. Meany told the 
boys that 25 #> of AFL-CIO's income goes 
for "overseas work," a euphemism for labor- 
socialism's political fight, in European 
countries.

A European Common Market, dominated 
by and including Britain and America, offers 
the better solution. It is quicker, easier, and 
enough key Western nations would be in 
it to carry the rest by their own weight. 

There are nuances to the reasons for 
desiring an international labor gang-up that 
would impose American wage levels all over 
Western^ Europe. For Meany and Reuther, 
it would force American industries that have 
fled abroad back into their clutches. They 
could never pay American wages in small 
countries with limited markets and exist. 

For European labor leaders the game is 
purely political. And the plan is infallible. 
Upping wage scales to American standards 
would set prices soaring and industries 
crumbling. It would ruin their countries 
economically, but the accompanying up- 
heaval would carry the labor leaders into 
power. And since they would count on re- 
maining in power forever, any price it costs 
the nation is not too high. 

Britain stalled the plot, by a hair's 
breadth, at the big international labor con- 
gress in West Berlin, the first week of 
July.

Greenfeld said the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has turned over to him the anti-Semitic literature it re- 
ceived from Wilmington police. 

Greenfeld said the literature is being reviewed to see 
if it violates federal statutes against urging violence or 
publishing obscene matter. 

The literature urging Delawareans to join the "Gentile 
. Christian Society" stated that further information could be 
obtained from G.C.S., P.O. Box 171, Delmar, Del. 

It was learned today, however, that the person holding 
the box is not a resident of Delmar. -An investigation re- 
portedly was continuing to determine the location of the 
box holder. 

Greenfeld emphasized that the Post Office can at no 
time open mail, even if it contains material in violation of 
the laws. The Post Office Department can act only if a 
^pgppj^eceiving questionable mail brings it to the depart- 
ment.

HIMSELF

It is one of the unhappy" trends of our 
tense times that long conclusions are drawn 
from short assumptions. Straws in the wind 
suddenly loom up as haystacks; generaliza- 
tions unexpected blossom in parched and 
ill-sown fields. 

Such a pattern, we believe, is reflected 
in this week's furore involving Rev. John 
F. Cronin, S.S. Fr. Cronin is assistant di- 
rector of the Social Action Department, 
National Catholic Welfare Conference. He 
has authored a booklet entitled: Communism: 
Threat To Freedom. 

In a Washington news conference held 
last Thursday to announce publication of 
the booklet, Fr. Cronin took occasion to 
divulge some of its contents, and, in response 
to questions, made application of these con- 
tents to existing movements in the United 
States. 

The "contents of Fr. Cronin's booklet, 
as well as his application of them, represent 
his personal views on the nature of the 
Communist threat and on the nature of 
methods of combatting that threat. Being his 
personal views, he has a right to express 
them. 

There are others of equal authority and 
repute who disagree with these views. This 
certainly is their right, also. Provided that

both sides avoid the use of opprobrious 
labels, such is a healthy condition of in- 
tellectual ferment among free men. 

However, such healthy debate becomes 
unhealthily weighted when an individual's 
viewpoint becomes clothed with an author- 
ity not his own. Unfortunately, this seems 
to have occurred in this particular, case. 

Newspaper reports on Fr. Cronin's re- 
marks at his news conference gave the 
impression that he was speaking with the 
authority of the Catholic Bishops of this 
Country. This is a very long conclusion 
indeed, one of those generalizations which, 
as we mentioned, have a tendency to blossom 
in an ill-sown field. 

The Catholic Bishops "of the United States, 
speaking as a body r traditionally set forth 
their views on current issues in a lengthy 
statement issued at their annual meeting 
each November. This statement bears the 
signatures of the members of the Adminis- 
trative Board of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. Fr. Cronin's booklet does 
not bear these signatures. 

We refuse to believe that Fr. Cronin 
would deliberately foster the impression that 
he was voicing an official policy and view- 
point in the name of the American Hier- 
archy. As a matter of fact, we are reliably 
informed that Fr. Cronin, subsequent to 
published reports of his news conference, 
definitely ■ repudiated in writing any such 
impression as to his position.

Who are the v "extremists" attacked by;

Father Cronin's controversial pamphlet 
deserves to be carefully examined to see 
how it adheres to truth, reason and his-, 
torical fact When your child brings home 
an examination paper with a grade of 609&, 
you do not ordinarily commend him for 
his excellence in getting 3/5 of the problems 
right You explain to him that 60tf> is not a 
passing grade, and then you point out the 
errors he has made in the hope that he 
might do better next time.

In last nite's Houston Chronicle I noticed the enclosed clipping 

relative to your surgery. I hope you are making a good recovery and will 

soon be as good as new. 

For sometime I have been planning on writing you to ascertain, if such 
information can be revealed, if the F. B. I. was aware of the International 
Jewish Conspiracy which has been following the blueprint set forth in "The 
Protocols Of The Learned Elders of Zion. " I knew of the existence of the 
protocols in 1938 from a Wichita Falls, Texas banker who owned a copy & 
lent it to a militant pastor there, who was making a talk against communism.

Introduction 

Since the very beginning of recorded history 
dedicated "peace seekers" have sought to estab- 
lish "peace on earth, good will to men" by 
means of world government and centralized 
control of all means of waging war. All such 
plans have ended in world chaos; the most 
grandiose and most nearly successful of such 
plans (Pax Romano) brought on the Dark 
Age which jeopardized "life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness" for more than a thou- 
sand years. 

With the coming of "world war," to the 
modern age, the "dedicated peace seekers" have 
redoubled their efforts to bring about — by their 
own abilities and denying God and His Christ 
at every turn — a world government which will 
ensure world peace by establishing a centralized 
control of all "offensive" weapons.

Ever since the days 
of Adam man has had absolute power of choice 
and he has had to endure the consequences of 
his own choice. Every bitter experience man 
has suffered and endured could have been 
avoided had man chosen the path of wisdom 
and understanding instead of the path of indo- 
lence and stupidity. Which path the majority 
of American people will choose at this crucial 
time depends upon which path you, as a single 
m unit constituting the majority, choose to take. 
Divine law forces man to learn but he does 
not have to learn the hard way through stupid- 
ity and suffering unless he remains stupid and 
thus chooses the path of stupidity and suffer- 
ing instead of choosing the path of progress 
through wisdom and understanding. Be wise 
and observant and don't miss any phase of the 
deadly serious drama now being enacted before 
your very eyes.

Dear Dr. Caldwell: 

_ Recently I had the opportunity to read your 
circular letter dated June 20, 1949, wherein you 
appeal for donations to support the work of the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews. 
Holding you in high regard as I do, I was 
greatly disappointed to see your good name, as 
well as your high position, used to promote an 
undertaking that cannot succeed unless the Jews 
themselves change their age-old methods and 
come with clean hands into conference with 
Christians. 

It is not a question of giving the Jews free- 
"dom in the exercise of their religion. Right- 
fully, they enjoy that now. But it Js their traits 
as a race that have made them outcasts through- 
out all history. The problem comes down to us 
today unchanged. Their activities have resulted 
in their being driven out of every country 
wherein they have been domiciled, and Amer- 
ica will be no exception unless the Jews them- 
selves succeed in their plan to control Amer- 
ica completely. 

The most important problem before us today, 
locally, nationally and internationally, is how 
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Gen. George Van Horn Moseley 

Eisenhower was General Moseley's 
Aide for three years. 



to save the world from Jewish treachery. There 
can be no lasting peace until that problem 
is solved. 

Christ pointed out their shortcomings and 
their sins, and as a result, all their power was 
directed against Him. They are crucifying Him 
at every turn in the road today, while they still 
use their combined money and influence to 
smear and destroy anyone who dares to expose 
their real character and objectives. "Release 
unto us Barabbas — crucify Him" is still their 
slogan. 

But let us confine ourselves to those events 
regarding the Jew that have occurred in your 
lifetime and mine. Just what Jews do you ask 
us to tolerate today? Do you include that pack 
of Jews living generally in New York City 
while they concocted their plans -for the Rus- 
sian Revolution and for the establishment of 
the bloody rule of Bolshevism throughout the- 
world? They were., financed, in part at least, 
by a New York Jewish banker. While the 
government of the Czars may have been unjust 
in dealing with the Russian Jews, when the 
Bolsheviks took over they liquidated some 
thirty million Christians in the years that fol- 
lowed their rise to power. The actual condi- 
tions existing at the time were well expressed 
by the Netherlands' Minister at Petrograd, in a 
communication received by Mr. Balfour Sep- 
tember 18, 1918, from -which I quote briefly: 
"I consider that the immediate suppression of 
Bolshevism is the greatest issue now before the 
world, not even excluding the war, which is 
still raging, and unless, as stated above, Bol- 
shevism is nipped in the bud immediately, it is 
bound to spread in one" form or another, over 
Europe and the whole world, as it is organized 
and worked by Jews who have no nationality 
and whose object is to destroy, for their own 
ends, the existing order of things." That 
prophecy stands today 100 percent correct. 

Certainly you are familiar with the bloody 
government of Bela Kun in Hungary — all 
Jew controlled. Today, we are having trouble 
with a similar government in Hungary. The 
only reason we do not have such a government 
in the U.S.A. is just because the Jews, as yet, 
do not have the power to install it. One of 
Stalin's representatives in the Balkans is the 
Jewess Ana Pauker, Foreig* Minister of 
Romania. She reached her present position 
after being trained in Russia, and after mur- 
dering those who stood in her way, including 
one of her own benefactors. There are many 
such Jews right here in the United States — 
Jews and Jewesses who have their assignments 
in the expected revolution. All this is exempli- 
fied by a concrete statement made by an old- 
time Jewish lawyer of New York City, who 
summed up the situation in these words: "We 
Jews are always the same. We squawk to high 
heaven when we think we arc being persecuted, 
but we are the tyrants of the world when 
we rule." 



Again I ask you, Dr. Caldwell, who are these 
Jews you ask Giristians to tolerate? Your 
choice of the word "intolerance" is good, for 
one tolerates conditions or' individuals that are 
low or very objectionable for one reason or 
another. Would you have us tolerate those 
Jewish spies who are so active throughout our 
country, some of whom are now being tried?. 
Do you ask us to tolerate those Jews who are 
well-known leaders in the Communist Party, 
where they so often use so<alled Christians as 
their stooges or Gentile front? In a detailed 
analysis of the Communist Party in one of our 
large cities, the report showed that well over 
90 percent were Jews, and where a non-Jew 
appeared prominently, he or she was generally 
a front to cover the real actors. One Jcv/css 
proclaimed very loudly in the press several 
years ago, that all the thousands of Jews in the 
large city where she had lived for years, were 
communists; that if any were not, they were 
traitors to their great leader Karl Marx. No 
one contradicted her. 

It has been reliably reported that over 75 per- 
cent of the evidence on file in the records of 
the" Committee on un-American activities, is 
against Jews. Do you realize that in the crime 
records of the United States the Jews ate con- 
spicuous as leaders? If you will investigate 
communism, the liquor traffic, the white slave 
traffic, the dope traffic, the black market, you 
will run head-on into a pack of Jews. While 
non-Jews may be encountered, they are in the 
great minority. Add to this the vile publica- 
tions sponsored so largely by Jews — publica- 
tions which they distribute and sell broadcast 
to the youth ot* the land. 

What will be the end of all this? Anti- 
Semitism is increasing by leaps and bounds 
throughout America and over the world. By 
their actions the Jews are fanning the flames. 
If the Jews do not mend their ways, punish- 
ment will be meted out to them surpassing in 
.severity anything yet recorded in history. 

You Tould-perf orm 2. -great servicc~E>rr 6ald~ - 
well, if you could make the Jews realize the 
seriousness of their present situation, inducing 
them in the interest of peace at home and 
abroad, to abandon their un-American, world- 
wide plans. The Jewish race might then be. 
respected and saved to render great service in 
a long suffering world.

U. N. HIRES 20,000 MERCENARIES TO INVADE AND MURDER

This article will correctly and carefully 
deal with the United Nation's leaders since 
it started. The illegitimate United Nations 
is the successor of the League of Nations, 
a Jewish creation. Dr. Klee, of New York, 
in a speech January 19th, 1936 stated: 

"The League of Nations was in Tio sense 
the work of President Wilson. It is essenti- 
ally a Jewish creation of which we Jews may 
be proud. The idea thereof goes back to the 
Wise Men of Israel. It is a product of pure 
Jewish culture." 

Lucien Wolf, in his official report to the 
'American Jewish Congress, as Jewish pleni- 
potentiary to the Peace Congress, stated: 

"If the League of Nations would col- 
lapse, the structure so laboriously built by 
the Jewish delegation of England and the 
United States in 1919 would also collapse." 

At the start, U. N. Secretary Trygve Lie 
was picked by Stalin and forced into office 
by Andre Gromyko, Chief U. N. Soviet 
delegate,' who "used strong threats* orrahe" 
United Nations' delegates. Lie held "office 
from 1946 to 1953. Trotsky, ex Jew Commu- 
nist leader of Soviet Union, himself one of 
the leaders of the Comintern, stated in his 
work "Stalin and His Crimes" that Lie was 
a member of the Comintern. In fact Trotsky 
devotes a whole chapter to the subversive 
activities of Comrade Lie. 

As soon as Lie took office he appointed

This condition has not changed to date. 
The U. N. is packed with communists. It is

—they can park their cars in front of a 
fire hydrant or run you over and kill you, 
and cannot be arrested. 

Every time Lie was asked if he was a 
communist, his reply was that he was an 
officer in the Norwegian Labor Party, but 
failed to state that party was part of Lenin's 
Third International. Lie . spent years in 
Moscow working with Stalin. 

Space will not permit us to give Lie's 
complete communist record, but it is plain 
the first Secretary-General of the United 
Nations was a top communist. 

Lie's daughter married William Zecken- 
dorf, Jr. He and his father are the Jew real 
estate tycoons who own downtown property 
in forty states. 

Dag Hammarskjold, next Secretary-Gen- 
eral, deceived many people. He had to be 
tied up with communism judging from only 
one of his activities. 

Paul Bang Jensen, a top member of the 
United Nations, took testimony in Vienna 
from SI Hungarians who escaped from 
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Hungary during the 1956 revolution, several 
of whom were communists. Because their 
relatives in Hungary would be killed if the 
names .became known, Jensen pledged he 
would not reveal their names. Hammarskjold 
demanded the names, Jensen knew Ham- 
marskjold was the center of a communist 
nest and refused. Hammarskjold fired him. 
Jensen then exposed the United Nations as 
run by communists. Jensen was to testify 
before the United States Senate Internal 
Security Committee when communist agents 
kidnapped Jensqn, held him for three days, 
and left him dead in the woods in New 
York. 

Bo Gustav Hammarskjold, brother of Dag, 
is president of a group of men from several 
countries who put up one hundred million 
dollars in a Swiss bank to take over the 
mines in Katanga. At this time, Dag was 
killed in an airplane crash while a desperate 
effort was being made to crush Katanga so 
his brother could grab the most valuable 
mines in the world. Dag, no doubt, was a 
crook. 

In Bo Gustav Hammarskjold's corpora- 
tion, Sture Linner, Chief of Civil Operations 
for the U. N. in the Congo, controlled U. N. 
policy regarding- Katanga. Fowler Hamilton, 
our United States foreign aid chief was 
also a member, and he turned foreign aid 
money over to the U. N. for war on Katanga. 
Under Secretary, George Ball, was also in- 
volved up to his neck. The State Dept. 
is hellbent to break down Katanga using 
our taxpayer's money. 

Now we come to U. Thant, that Burma 
red who is here in the United States direct- 
ing the spending of our taxpayer's money, 
attacking Katanga to force them under 
communism which the Congo set up.

As soon as Thant was elected Secretary-

as close assistants to U. Thant. Thant is 
very strong for accepting red China as a 
member of the United Nations.

Mr. Lemke. Mr. Speaker, 

We entered World War II— a war that 
others started and we finished. That war, 
to date, has cost us over $450 billion. We 
collected $190 billion in taxes, and plunged 
the Nation $260 billion into the red. Our 
national debt, with future obligations, now 
amounts to some $623 billion. This is about 
four times the total indebtedness of all the 
other nations. It is more than twice the 
normal value of all the property in the 
United States. The end is not yet If we 
continue this international lunacy, then it 
will foe just the beginning. 

The total expenditures of our Govern- 
ment, from its birth in 1776 to 1933, were 
less than $90 billion. This included the 
Revolutionary War, the War of 1812, the 
Mexican War, the Indian Wars, the Civil 
War, the Spanish-American War and World 
War I, up to 1933, and, in addition, all the 
other functions of our Government. Compare 
this $90 billion with the over $887 billion 
spent in the last 15 years— the Roosevelt 
global era.

She's A Woman, 60, 

- But T Wi#Iy Feared

BERLIN, Oct. 20— Her name is Hilde 
Benjamin, and her title is Minister of Justice 
for East Germany. To the Germans, how- 
ever, she is "The Red 'Guillotine"— and well 
the most feared executioner in any of the 
Communist satellite countries. 

Frau Benjamin, now 60, earned her 
odious nickname in November, 1950, when 
in the period of one week, she guillotined 
41 persons, two of them pregnant women, 
who had tried to sneak into West Germany. 
Since then the blood-stained witch (another 
friendly appellation . she's known by) has 
chopped the heads off more than a thousand 
people to show her Moscow bosses she 
knows how to carry out the law. 

The Ministry of Justice keeps the official 
government blade in the cellar of the 
menacing greystone, People's Court Building 
on Rathaustrasse. According to East Ger- 
man law, all decapitations must -be super- 
vised by the Minister herself. Moments 
before she nods for the heavy ax to be 
released, Frau Benjamin usually engages 
the condemned in quiet conversation. 
Lives Alone 

Hilde Benjamin lives by herself today, 
forever surrounded by three huge body- 
guards who keep an around-the-clock eye 
on her. 




Merwin K. Hart, one of the top real 
"Americans of today, died November SO, 
1962 at the age of 80. 

Mr. Hart founded the National Economic 
Council in 1930 and has done a most re- 
markable work in correctly informing many- 
people on the meaning of Americanism.

It was after the abolition of 
the Intercollegiate Socialist Society in 1921 that, 
the most aggressive and effective work was 
done in "boring in" on our educational system. 
All of this is tremendously important because 
it was the Socialist leaders in and around the 
League for Industrial Democracy who, more 
than any others, laid the groundwork for Roose- 
velt's "New Deal," 

Karl Marx was not the originator of the 
theory: production for use and not for profit 
He created the Communist Party upon the ruins 
of another earlier revolutionary movement 
known as ""Iiluminism." It was founded in 
1776 by Adam Weishaupt, a professor of canon 
law at the University of Ingolstadt, in Bavaria. 
The basic principles of Illuminism and Marx- 
ianism have been hatred o£ God and all ecclesi- 
astical institutions, abolition of private property 
and inheritance, destruction of all existing 
order, fomentation of class-hatred, propaganda 
to cause riots, strikes and turmoil, and dictator- 
ship- of the proletariat (the common people).

The "First 
International" was founded by Karl Marx in 
1864 and lasted until 1872, when the defeat of 
the Paris uprising (failure of the Paris Com- 
mune) spelled the temporary doom of the 
"International." The "Second International" 
was in existence from 1889 until 1914 when, 
according to Lenin (in a speech recorded for 
the gramophone, March 1919) World War I, 
caused the Socialists in each country to betray 
the workers and side, in the main, with their 
governments. Said Lenin: "Throughout the 
world a turn to revolutionary struggle has 
begun. The war has shown the doom of Capi- 
talism. A new order is taking place. The trai- 
tors to Socialism have disgraced the old word 
'Socialism/ Now- the workers who have re- 
mained faithful" to the cause of the overthrow' 
of the yoke of capital call themselves Commu- 
nists^ Throughout the world the Union of 
Communists Is growing. It will not be long 
before we see the victory of Communism 
throughout the world, the foundation of the 
World Republic of Soviets."
